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The Importance of Accredited Herds in the 
Breeding of Purebred Livestock 


By A. L. BROCKWAY 


ence was made to the fact that there were some 430 

herds in the state of Wisconsin, known as accredited 
herds and certified by the state sanitary livestock board as 
“tuberculosis free.” There are also a considerable num- 
ber in the state of Minnesota. In the latter state the 
result recently, of testing with tuberculin 3,000 animals, 
showed only two reacting cases. The health history of 
such herds under state regulations, is of the utmost im- 
portance to the owner, to the possible buyer and to the 
state and nation. Herds under such control and so certi- 
fied, are in themselves a guarantee to the prospective buyer 
and thus remove the uncertainty in guaranteeing a tuber- 
culin certificate upon animals from herds where reacting 
animals have been found from time to time. 

A-review of the whole field of animal industry pre- 
sents the following facts and conditions, viz.: 

1. The animal loss due to tuberculosis is estimated 
by the United States Department of Agriculture at 
$20,000,000. 

2. The loss from contagious abortion is about the 
same. 

3. These sums are for animals slaughtered or dead 
and do not take into account reduced efficiency in pro- 
duction due to disease, which is difficult to estimate but 
of necessity an enormous sum. 

4. The sale of breeding animals is generally de- 
pendent upon the tuberculin test, and the shipment from 
one state to another by federal law can only be made 
when accompanied by a tuberculin certificate, excepting 
animals under six months of age. 

5. Therefore, under existing laws the tuberculin test 
is not only a necessity to the breeder who expects to sell 
animals, but is also a necessity to him in cleaning up his 
herd from tuberculosis in order to increase its production 
eficiency and therefore its profit. Disease reduces pro- 
duction and is self perpetuating. It must be gotten rid of. 

6. Tuberculin tested herds command an increased 
price for the milk sold for city use. 

It should be apparent to any person, therefore, that 
no matter how opinions may differ as to the reliability 
of the tuberculin test, or as to the advisability of its use, 
such considerations are entirely aside from the question, 
masmuch as the laws of the state and nation make the 
test a condition for interstate shipment. 

The fact is further established that herds can be put 
upon a basis of annual tuberculin tests and be entirely 
freed from reacting animals. 

herefore, it is to say the least, nothing but plain 
good common business sense, for every breeder to put 
his herd on such a basis just as fast as he can. 


Such herds are known as accredited herds in Wis- 
fonsin and Minnesota, and we should have a law in New 
ork recognizing this principle. The state authorities 
hame certain rules and regulations that must be observed. 
«lese rules are not difficult and compliance with them 
1$ $0 obviously in the breeders’ own interest as to remove 
any Opposition. When a herd can be shown by two or 
three tests in consecutive years to have had no reactors,

anybody is as safe in buying on that record as human 
ingenuity can make it, and such a record is a better guar- 
antee at any time, than a tuberculin test of recent date in 
any herd where some reacting animals, even if only a few, 
have always been found. Because, in the latter case, 
where some reactors are found, experience has shown 
that out of those that do not react at that time, there will 
most surely be found some that will react at a later date 
having been infected. The business value of being certi- 
fied by the state should be evident. 

I have referred to differing opinions as to the re- 
liability and advisability of the tuberculin test. From the 
strictly scientific point of view the tuberculin test is defin- 
ite. It is recognized as the best diagnostic agent for de- 
termining the presence of tuberculosis. Its limitations 
are that it will not indicate by its degree of temperature, 
how serious or extended the tubercular lesions are. 
Further, in a generalized case, it may fail to show a re- 
action. Physical indications in the animal usually make 
apparent the presence of the disease in such generalized 
cases. 

Now, the mistake that has been made by most law 
makers and by most health’ authorities from which the 
breeder has suffered, lies in the wrong conclusions that 
have been drawn from the results of the tuberculin test. 
We know now that a reacting animal is not necessarily a 
menace to public health, and that unless physical examina- 
tion shows breaking down that she does not need to be 
killed, but may safely be used for breeding purposes and 
her milk, under proper control, used as food safely by the 
human family. The great wrong has been the killing of 
thousands of such reacting animals unnecessarily, entailing 
great loss to the breeder and cost to the state. In other 
words, we should re-establish the economic status of the 
reacting animals which has been destroyed under present 
laws and then we will get the co-operation of the breeder 
in cleaning up his herd on a tuberculin basis and under 
state regulation. Then by making the payment of indem- 
nities, conditional upon the herd being put under state 
control for the purpose of becoming accredited, we will 
have taken the most important step towards cleaning up 
our state of New York from this disease. Such action will 
put the tubercufin test upon a rational basis and it will not 
be necessary for breeders to deceive themselves by ques- 
tioning the test as we often hear that many breeders do. 

The test calls for wide experience and knowledge in 
applying and interpreting. But all herds should be regu- 
lated under it, not just those who elect to use it. The fact 
that here and there mistakes have been made, or that some 
cases involve confusion, cannot be interpreted as question- 
ing the reliability of the test. Animals will show varying 
temperatures, under many conditions at consecutive inter- 
vals of time when tuberculin has not been injected, but 
these cannot be confused with typical reaction tempera- 
tures. There is an old saying that “the exception proves 
the rule.” In his struggles against the rigors and uncer- 
tainties of interpretation of the test, the breeder has been 
prone to question it. 

The trouble has been, as I referred to above, entirely 
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due to the erroneous conclusions upon which the laws 
have been based. Abolish that law, rewrite it in the light 
of later knowledge and experience, and the result will be 
healthier animal husbandry conditions, increased produc- 
tion and efficiency, reduced cost to the state, contented 
breeders freed from great anxiety and loss and cantented 
health authorities, watching the interest of the city 
dwellers, the consumer. And the most important step 
towards this result is for the breeder to accept the scien- 
tific facts, and cease to fool himself by erroneous ideas 
and notions based on this and that experience about the 
tuberculin test, since such notions are a barrier to his own 
economic interests; for that matter the interests of the 
entire consuming public. 

As a preliminary to this result, a mandatory physical 
examination in our new law would be a most important 
factor in eliminating forthwith the class of animals known 
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as spreaders, that are actual] ivin :

Holstein-Friesians at College 
GEORGIA’S NEW COLLEGE HERD SIRE 


ABST LULA KING 181211 has recently taken a trip 

from the bleak, snow-covered northwest to the home 

of the Cherokee rose in Georgia where he becomes head 
of the Holstein herd owned by the Georgia State College 
of Agriculture. 

For nearly ten years this institution has been doing 
pioneer work in blazing the trail for profitable dairying 
in the cotton belt. And why should not the dairy cow find 
a hospitable home in such an environment? The cities are 
rapidly building up and the increase in population is so 
out of proportion to the development of the dairy industry 
that ordinary market milk is retailing at from 50 to 60c 
per gallon in many of the southern cities. This condition 
exists in the face of the fact that the long growing season 
and heavy rainfall admit of most economical production 
of silage and other forage crops. The south also has a 
monopoly on the production of cottonseed meal, velvet 
beans and peanut meal. Recent experiments deducted 
by the college indicate that very little supplemental feed 
is needed to provide a most efficient ration. 

The first registered cattle purchased by the agricul- 
tural college were Holsteins in the spring of 1908. Blanche 
Wyandotte 2d 50349, together with two of her daughters 
in milk, a granddaughter 18 months old, and another 
daughter a few months old were included in the purchase. 
A whole romance could be written about the herd that 
old Blanche built, but to summarize briefly, she died two 
years ago at the age of 16. There are now in the college 
herd 28 of her female descendants. In addition to this in 
the eight years’ time 19 bull calves descended from her 
have been sold for a total of $1,375.00. It is a striking 
object lesson as to what one good cow may be worth to 
her owner. 

Three good bulls have been used in the herd. The 
first of these was Hygeia Ormsby Paul 46975, by the good 
breeding bull, King Ormsby Friend 39045, and out of Anza- 
letta Pauline Paul 2d 52296. This bull left a number of 
good daughters, but as the purebred herd was so small he 
was principally used on grade cows. 

The next bull purchased was Contest Colantha Aag- 
gie De Kol 98173, out of a 25-pound daughter of Home- 
stead Hengerveld De Kol Paul. On the top side of his 
pedigree he traces to Colantha Johanna Lad and Aaggie 
Cornucopia Johanna Lad Junior. In addition to the pro- 
duction, this bull’s dam has been grand champion female 
over all breeds at the New York State Fair and at the 
Massachusetts State Fair, and in addition to this was 
twice a member of the grand champion hefd at both fairs. 
This bull proved a most successful stock getter in the 
college herd and is now fortunately being used by the 
State Sanitarium at Milledgeville. 

The present herd bull comes from the Pabst herd of 
Wisconsin. Judging by what there is back of him, great 
things are expected of his daughters. But few herd bull 
prospects can boast of a junior two-year-old dam _ with 
above a 20,000-pound milk record and 849 pounds of but- 
ter in 365 days. In addition to her actual production she 
is sired by King Pontiac Champion, an outstanding son 
of King of the Pontiacs with nearly 50 R. O. daughters. 

The sire of this bull carries the blood of the head- 
liners. He is by Maplecrest King De Kol, he by Friend 
Hengerveld De Kol Butterboy, he in turn is the sire of

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Factors Which Influence the Growth anq 
Development of Dairy Cattle 


ITH the high prices for feed 
W in recent years the producer By C. H. 

of dairy products has to con- : 
sider more carefully than ever before how to obtain the 
largest amount of product at the least cost. The cost of 
production includes a variety of items, the most important 
of which are labor, capital invested, and feed. The cost 
for a hundred pounds of milk or a pound of butterfat 
depends upon (1) the total amount expended to maintain 
the herd and (2) the amount of product secured. 

To a large extent the expenses of maintaining a herd 
are in the nature of fixed charges that 
must be met and which are not sub- 
ject to much reduction by skill in 
management. The results of skillful 
management are to be expected most- 
ly in a larger production per cow 
rather than in a decrease in the over- 
head charges necessary to maintain 
a herd. There are two factors which 
largely determine the production per 
cow in any dairy herd. The first 1s 
the adaptation of the cow to the pur- 
pose for which she is used, the second 
is the skill with which she is fed and 
managed. The question which we 
have to discuss at this time concerns 
the first mentioned. 

It is not necessary at this time to 
emphasize the enormous importance 
of the proper selection of the indi- 
vidual cow, as a factor in economical 
production. Every agricultural pap- 
er, every speaker on dairy subjects, 
calls it to your attention. Your cow 
test associations are based upon this 
same important principle and under- 
take to assist the members in this 
effort to eliminate the unprofitable 
cow.

The raising of the heifers to -re- 
place the dairy cows now in use is a big question in sev- 
eral ways. The average cow does not come into milk 
until she is at least two years old and is then milked five 
or six years on the average. According to the United 
States census in 1910 there were 21,000,000 cows in the 
United States. To maintain this number it is necessary 
at any one time. to have approximately 5,000,000 heifers 
on hand that are being raised to replace our dairy cows. 
According to data that have been gathered by agricultural 
experiment stations, the cost of feed necessary to raise a 
heifer to the age at which she commences to return a 
profit in milk is from $40 to $60. These statements indi- 
cate the size and importance of the question of proper 
feeding of dairy animals from birth to the time they 
come in milk. The question of raising this large number 
of heifers at the least expense for feed is itself a big prob- 
lem, but it is further complicated by the fact that the 
experience and observations of practical men as well as 
of agricultural experiment stations has been that at least 
one out of every four heifers raised, and possibly one out 
of every three, proves to be an unprofitable producer. 

The problem of raising dairy heifers, then, involves 
not only the question of economic feeding but also the 
equally important question as to the influence of the meth- 
ods of feeding and raising upon the later value of the 
animal. 

Many of the most thoughtful breeders are raising the 
question in their own minds and asking agricultural ex- 
periment stations if it is possible to follow any method 
of feeding and management of dairy heifers that will make 
it more certain that the heifers will be good producers. 
It is another application of the question as to the relative 
importance of heredity and environment. Does a good 
dairy cow or an inferior one derive her special dairy char- 
acteristics by inheritance, or is it a result of her treat-

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Livestock Insurance 


HE subject of livestock insurance is not a new one. 

In fact, many of the breeders who are keeping high 
class stock do not pretend for a moment to leave this 
stock uninsured. They feel that the amount of money 
that is invested makes it hazardous for it to be unpro- 
tected against possible loss. 

The life insurance business from the human stand- 
point is thoroughly worthy and heartily endorsed, but life 
insurance from the standpoint of dairy cattle is a thing 
of a little narrower scope and while as mentioned above 
it is not new, it is far less generally understood. To the 
established breeder it is a recognized necessity but it is 
not to the established breeder who is wise along this line, 
that we are writing particularly, but rather to the young 
man who has invested in his first few registered Holsteins. 
A well developed, well cared for normal Holstein cow is, 
usually a very healthy creature, but she is just as sus- 
ceptible to accident as an animal of less value and there- 
fore it is imperative that the man who is willing to invest 
in such stock should guard his investment in every legiti- 
mate way. Livestock insurance is one of the safest of 
these. : 

As a general thing the man who shows cattle carries 
ample protection on his herd from the time it leaves the 
barn until it returns from the circuit, but the dangers from 
accident and disease are likewise constant in everyday life 
so that it seems just as wise to keep the herd protected 
while at home as well as while on the road. One man who 
has had an experience as a breeder himself says that the 
owners of dairy herds are taking less chances on their 
stock every year. They are carrying insurance on their 
cattle in the milking barn just the same as on those that 
are on the show circuit. 

This is mentioned as a mere suggestion for the wis- 
dom of the policy is admitted as soon as a person will 
give it a little thought. You value your cattle, they repre- 
sent in many cases the principal source of income, there- 
fore, why not protect them against possible loss?

press. Missouri Chief Josephine, one 
of the great cows that have been 
raised in the dairy herd at the Uni- 
versity of Missouri, never held the 
highest yearly record of her breed as 
a milk producer. However, to her 
belongs the unequaled distinction of 
traveling 3,689 miles on special agri- 
cultural trains. During this time a 
total of 97,750 people by actual count 
passed through the car to see her. 

In 1902 the university purchased 
four Holstein heifers as a foundation 
for a herd of that breed. One of 
these heifers, Bright Promise Jose- 
phine 56595, dropped a calf June 26, 
1902. This was Missouri ‘Chief Jose- 
phine, being born and raised on the 
farm used by the agricultural college 
of the University of Missouri. Her 
dam won seven firsts in the show 
ring as a senior yearling, and made 
the very creditable record of 9,796 
pounds milk, 316 pounds of fat, equiv- 
alent to 394 pounds butter as a two- 
year-old. Even back in the fourth 
generation one of her ancestors on 
her dam’s side gave 102 pounds of 
milk in one day. This along with the 
record of her dam shows that she 
was from a heavy milking strain 
along the female side. 

In January 1909, at the age of seven 
years she was started upon a yearly 
record. At the beginning of the lac- 
tation period she was troubled with a 
case of milk fever. Her record dur- 
ing the test was as follows: 

Seven days, 443.8 pounds milk, 18.1 
Pounds fat; first 120 days, 11,536 
Pounds milk, 296 pounds fat; first 6 
months, 17,009 pounds milk, 453 
pounds fat; 1 year, 26,861.5 pounds 
milk, 740.5 pounds fat. 

This 740.5 pounds of fat is equal to 
925 pounds of 80 per cent butter. Her 


recorded for this length of time. The 
total production for the year fell 571 
pounds behind Colantha 4th Johanna, 
who held the milk record at that time. 
In butterfat production Missouri 
Chief Josephine ranked fourth in the 
breed when her record was finished. 

Her total offspring number five, 
three bulls and two heifers. One of 
her sons was loaned to a local dairy- 
man. He was recalled later and used 
as a herd sire after seeing the kind 
of daughters he was producing. This 
son, Missouri Chief Josephine Lad 
has a daughter which holds the rec- 
ord of the university herd for a two- 
year-old with 15,725 pounds of milk. 
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She dropped her third calf January 
12, 1917, and is now milking close to 
100 pounds of milk a day as a four- 
year-old. One of the daughters, Mis- 
souri Josephine Sarcastic, has had 
four calves. She has just completed 
a year’s record of 21,273 pounds of 
milk, containing 584.98 pounds of fat. 
This is equivalent to 731 pounds of 
butter, making her one of the four 
cows in the herd with records over 
20,000 pounds of milk in a year. The 
other daughter has had 11 calves in 
the university herd. 

Such records of.production and per- 
formances of reproducing good off- 
spring as these go to make up a great 
herd and prosperity for the caretaker. 


- A TEST ASSOCIATION REPORT. 


One of the reports of a cow test 
association in Iowa shows the lead- 
ing list of cows to the number of 23. 
This is just a small association and 
there seemed to be only 23 cows that 
have produced an average of a pound 
of butterfat per day. Of these 23, 18 
are grade Holsteins, three are grade 
Jerseys and two are grade Short- 
horns. The best grade Holstein gave 
53.2 pounds of fat, while the best 
grade Jersey occupied the 11th place 
with a record of 38.3 pounds. The 
difference in the value of the yield be- 
tween these two cows with butterfat 
prices ranging as they did would be 
approximately $6. The difference in 
milk yield for the month would be a 
little over 600 pounds, which means 
that the leading cow gave 600 pounds 
more of feed for calves, pigs or chick- 
ens besides turning in a check $6 in 
excess of that of her competitor for 
butterfat. It is not our purpose to 
make insidious comparisons, we are 
simply stating the facts as they are 
published by the tester. 


The annual report of the secretary 
of agriculture for the Union of South 
Africa shows that there is a strong 
demand for purebred Holsteins in that 
country. 


Increasing the efficiency of the 
dairy herd is the best method of “pre- 
paredness” for an era of high costs 
or, conversely, for a period of low 
prices.

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Breeding the Lakeside Model Family

HAVE received numerous letters

The story is 
too lengthy to repeat in each letter, 
and hence, with the permission of the 
editor, I will state it as briefly as pos-

oughly established, so prepotent that 
they would prevail over almost any 
out cross. 

De Kol 2d I considered the most 
prepotent cow of that period and 
hence I selected for the foundation of 
the Lakeside Model Family animals 
with a double cross of these two fami- 
lies. The results equaled my highest 
expectations, the general type and

Glista Erica, the highest record representative of the Glista family. 
She has seven-day records of 35,28 pounds butter and 619.1 pounds 
milk, and in 30 days she made 133.27 pounds of butter from 2,533.5 
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In 1879 and 1880 this company im- 
ported the entire family, which was 
christened the “Netherland Family.” 
This was considered by said company 
the choicest family to be found in 
Holland. In their catalog of 1888 
after having tested about 150 cows of 
the various leading families of the 
breed, they say of the Netherlands, 
“The best butter family of the breed.” 
This statement has stood the test of 
time. The records given in the Blue 
Books show that of the first 465 cows 
to make 30 pounds or more butter in 
seven days, all but 10 trace their ped- 
igrees to Netherland Prince, which 
stood at the head of that family in the 
Lakeside herd for about 12 years. 
Four of the 10 exceptions trace to his 
half-brother from the same dam, and 
all the 40 to 50-pound cows trace to 
him. In the show ring the Nether- 
land Family was unexcelled. I can 
say, therefore, without fear of con- 


tradiction, that no other bull has done | 


so much to improve the individuality, 
type, uniformity and production of 
the breed. 

When about 15 years ago I decided 
to see what could be accomplished 
by concentrating in one family all the 
most desirable characteristics of the 


uniformity of the Netherlands pre- 
vailing. The leading elements in the 
founding of this family were De Kol 
2d’s Albans De Kol and her sons on 
one side and President Butter Boy, a 
bull of superb individuality, a superior 
sire, and his daughters on the other 
side, all strongly bred to Netherland 
Prince and De Kol 2d. Just the ma- 
terial desired for line breeding. The 
result was most satisfactory. My 
special purpose was not to produce a 
phenomenal cow with a world’s rec- 
ord but a great family with the best 
average records made, as nearly as 
practical, under normal conditions. 
In order to avoid too close inbreed- 
ing I found in time that another out- 
cross was necessary. After careful 
consideration “King Segis” was chos- 
en for that purpose and mated with 
the original foundation cow of the 
Model Family, De Kol 2d’s Albans 
De Kol, a double granddaughter of 
Netherland Prince and granddaughter 
of De Kol 2d. The result of the 
union of this great old cow with King 
Segis was Lakeside King Segis Alban 
De Kol, my present, most satisfactory

Two years ago, Supreme 
Glista Pietje was installed as junior 
sire in the Lakeside herd which posi- 
tion he occupied for a year when he 
was sold to head the fine herd of 
Messrs. Henderson Brothers of Cali- 
fornia. He was superseded as jun- 
ior sire at Lakeside by Model King 
Segis Erica. a son of Model Segis 
Erica, 20.07 pounds at 25 months.

The dam of his sire is Annie De Kol 
Butter Girl, 31.43 pounds.

We thus have combined the blood 
of Netherland Prince, De Kol 24, 
President Butter Boy, De Kol 2¢’s 
Albans De Kol, King Segis, Annie De 
Kol Butter Girl and the Glista Family. 
The same combination of breeding 
has been adopted at ‘Cornell, they hav- 
ing selected to head their herd Model 
King Segis Koningen, son of Lakeside 
King Segis Alban De Kol, and the 
noted cow, Annie De Kol Koningen, 
that twice made over 30 pounds of 
butter in seven days. His granddam 
Annie De Kol Butter Girl, made at 
three years, over 30 pounds of butter 
in seven days. 

The custom at Lakeside has been, 
after each outcross, to breed back to 
the original lines thus insuring the 
ascendency of the original family with 
all its desirable qualities, strengthened 
and intensified by the influence of the 
outcrosses which we had, carefully 
chosen. The above may give a hint 
of what can be accomplished by care- 
ful selection and line breeding.

THE RESULT OF BREEDING UP. 


In 1910 in the vicinity of New 
Salem, N. D., the cows averaged 132 
pounds of butterfat in the year, and 
in 1916 they averaged 42714 pounds. 
This increase in production was se- 
cured by a member of the Breeding 
Circuit at New Salem. It was done 
through breeding up the cattle and 
through feeding. The average pro- 
duction per cow for each year was 
1910, 132 pounds; 1911, 14034; 1912, 
18914; 1913, 211%; 1914, 28214: 1915, 
292; 1916, 4271%%. In 1916 each cow 
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produced more than three times as 
much butterfat as in 1910.—North 
Dakota Experiment Station. 


A COMMENDABLE BULLETIN. 

“Feeding and Management of 
Young Dairy Stock,” is the name of a 
recent bulletin released by the United 
States Department of Agriculture. 
There is much information available 
regarding the care and feeding of the 
dairy cow but not nearly so much on 
the question of the younger stock and 
calves. 

The thing about this bulletin that 
should give it wide circulation and 
careful study, is the fact that it is 
gotten up in plain, everyday language 
and that it covers the subject com- 
pletely. It is not very often that you 
can see pictures of the tactics that 
must be employed in teaching the calf 
to drink, but you see it here on the 
front cover. The pamphlet covers the 
subjects of feed and management, 
teaching the calf to drink, regularity, 
cleanliness and marking -for identifi- 
cation. 

The subject of young dairy stock is 
treated by some useful hints on feed- 
ing, breeding, handling and on the 
care of the young bull. 

This bulletin should occupy a place 
in every dairyman’s files.

FITTING FOR TEST. 


I have been very much interested in your 
articles on fitting cows for advanced registry. 

I have read that cows that make the highest 
records are in a very fat condition when they 
freshen, and are then fed so that they will 
take this fat off their bodies and put it in the 
milk when they freshen. Can you give me an 
idea of how they are fed after freshening to 
do this? Also is there not udder trouble with 
most cows making records, and how is it best 
handled? C. G. PHELPS. 

Before freshening, we fatten our 
cows on the following grain mixture 
fed with good roughage: 30 pounds 
ground oats, 30 pounds corn meal, 30 
pounds wheat bran, 10 pounds oil 
meal. 

They get from 10 to 12 pounds of 
this mixture in addition to all the 
roughage they will eat all the time 
they are dry. We continue to feed 
the cows for two or three days on 
the same mixture after freshening, 
then we change them over to this 
mixture: 500 pounds distillers’ dried 
grains, 300 pounds gluten feed, 300 
pounds wheat bran, 200 pounds oil 
meal, 200 pounds cottonseed meal, 400 
pounds hominy, 100 pounds standard 
middlings. 

If you have a cow that is disposed 
to make a good record she will take 
the fat off of her body and go down 
into normal milking condition no 
matter how you feed her and because 
of this we do not. feed, in some cases, 
all that the appetite of the cow seems 
to call for. As a usial thing, we feed

Ohio Board of Administration 


AGRICULTURAL DEPARTMENT COLUMBUS, OHIO 
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BULL LAW NEEDED. 


The purebred livestock breeder and 
especially the cattle breeder needs 
some protection from his neighbor’s 
bull regardless of the breeding of 
that bull. The purebred breeder keeps 
his bull confined so he will do no 
harm to any stock while his neighbor 
allows his scrub to roam all over the 
country creating havoc wherever he 
goes. One case has just been report- 
ed where a purebred Holstein breeder 
had 27 registered Holstein cows drop 
scrub calves; all had been bred by a 
neighbor’s scrub bull. This owner in 
court was allowed the total sum of 
$100 for the loss of the use of those 
27 cows. One hundred dollars per 
cow, or $2,700, would have been a 
fairer allowance. It was found in the 
course of the suit that there were any 
number of laws against the bull, but 
none against the owner of the bull. 
Almost every purebred livestock 
breeder has had this kind of misfor- 
tune and most all have had to resort 
to keeping their females in an inside 
pasture so they can be _ protected 
from their neighbors. 


The Oregon Purebred Livestock 
Association has framed a bill hold- 
ing the owner of a bull liable for his 
bull, and making it a fine for the tres- 
passing of a bull on any other party’s 
premises. We believe this law will 
serve a very useful purpose in that it 
will serve as a club over the heads of 
these careless owners and make them 
more careful in the handling of their 
bulls, and hone that it will be enacted. 
—Rural Spirit. 


DAIRYING BEST. 


In the course of his address before 
the Louisiana Farmers’ Short Course, 
G. C. Humphrey, professor of animal 
husbandry. University of Wisconsin, 
brought out the fact that the most 
economical way by far to market grain 
and hay is in the form of dairy prod- 
ucts. 

He informed the farmers that for 
every ton of grain sold in the raw 
shape from the farm, the land loses 
$5 to $6 in fertility. When sold at 
the stock yards, in the form of meat, 
the loss in farm fertility per ton of 
grain is $1 to $1.20. 

However. when grain is disposed of 
by the creamery route, in the form of 
butterfat, the loss in fertility is only 
20c per ton of grain consumed. Dairy- 
ing can’t be beaten for conserving soil 
fertility—Modern Farming.

A liberal grain ration not only 
caused a much more rapid growth 
during the first two years especially 
but this liberal ration resulted in de- 
veloping animals somewhat larger 
when mature. The light fed animals 
grew slower but continued growing 
longer so the difference between the 
two groups was partially but never 
entirely made up. The liberality of 
the ration when young is then clearly 
a factor having some influence upon 
the size of the animal when mature 
especially if combined as will be men- 
tioned later with early calving. The 
same results were obtained with the 
other breeds. If you want to make a 
good advanced registry record with a 
two-year-old heifer, of course, you 
must feed her very liberally up to 
that time and she is then really as 
old in development and will give 
about as much milk as a heifer raised 
on a ration of roughage when thiee 
years old. In other words the more 
liberal the ration during the growing 
period, the earlier the animal reaches 
maturity. 

An interesting fact noted in our 
work is that cows reach their full 
height and skeleton growth from two 
to three years before they are mature 
in weight. A Holstein cow grows but 
little in skeleton after four years and 
none after five years. She gains in 
weight up to. about seven years and 
at times even longer. A Jersey has 
nearly her full skeleton growth at 36 
months but may grow a little up to 
four years while she increases, in 
weight up to six years and possibly 
longer. re!

showed an average height o : 
inches at 30 months and others on the 
same ration but calving at 36 months, 
were at the same age 49.1 inches in 
height. The difference in weight was 
even more pronounced. Animals 
calving at any early age never reach 
the size they would if calving a year 
later. The most pronounced results 
with reference to size may be brought 
about by a combination of a light ra- 
tion during the growing period and 
early calving. A heifer undersized 
from a poor ration, and calving at a 
very early age is almost certain to 
remain undersized. The combination 
most favorable for developing the 
largest animal is a heavy ration when 
young and late calving. The better 
her milking ability the more pro- 
nounced the effect. As a result of 
these combinations we were able to 
develop one Jersey that was 53.4 inch- 
es in height and weighed 1,122 pounds 
when mature while another was only 
47.3 inches in height and weighed 720 
pounds at maturity. 

Another experiment taught us that 
a ration extremely low in protein may 
retard the growth in a heifer in the 
same manner. That is to say, if the 
growing animal is given a very low 
protein ration for a long time an un- 
dersized animal is to be expected. 
There is little danger of a heifer suf- 
fering from a low mineral matter in 
the ration and none if a legume hay 
is fed. Having discussed some of the 
factors influencing the size of animals 
it may be well next to raise the ques- 
tion as to the importance of the size 
of the cow to economical milk pro- 
duction and whether we want a large 
cow or a small one. Is a large animal 
desirable? In general, those keeping 
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cows to produce dairy products for 
sale prefer a cow medium to large for 
the breed. Most breeders have the 
same preference but some, especially 
those breeding the smaller breeds, do 
not favor an animal large for the 
breed and often look with more favor 
upon the smaller types. The cows 
that have made the largest milk and 
fat records have without exception 
been large animals for their breed.

Most dairymen are _ broad-minded 
enough to agree ti:at a city has a 
right to look after the quality of the 
milk that is consumed within its lim- 
its, and most dairymen welcome sug- 
gestions as to how to improve their 
product. The attitude of dairymen to- 
ward the inspector in the past has 
not been favorable in many cases, 
however, because of the type of in- 
spector that has been sent out in so 
many instances. This can be over- 
come by getting the right kind of men 
for inspectors. 

During normal times the milk that 
is received by any city dealer comes 
from inspected territory. At least the 
dairies within a reasonable radius of 
most cities have to undergo the ex- 
perience of being scored by a man 
sent out by the city board of health. 
These men may be of great value to 
the dairymen and be welcome visitors, 
or they may make themselves very 
disagreeable and become most un- 
welcome.—Ohio Farmer.

The work of improving these herds 
has been carried on in the last two 
years in the logical, sensible way that 
an expert dairyman would do it in a 
private herd. The cows have been 
tested for tuberculosis, and the. ani- 
mals which have this disease have been 
eliminated. This test will be run from 
time to time in the future, to make 
sure that the disease is kept out of the 
herds. The milk from the cows has 
been weighed and tested, and the 
boarder cows have been sold. The 
ideal has been to breed the animals 
with a definite utility value in mind, 
and to sell the cows which fail to 
measure up to the standards that have 
been set. 

Much encouragement was given to 
this work by the progress made in 
building up a Holstein dairy herd on 
the farm of the Eastern Michigan hos- 
pital. This herd is composed of pure- 
bred animals, and it has been very 
profitable from the standpoint of milk 
production, as well as providing a con- 
siderable income to the _ institution 
from the breeding animals sold. In 
addition. a well managed purebred herd 
will supply a better quality of milk 
for the patients than that from an in- 
differently managed herd of scrubs. 
One of the purebred cows on the Lar- 
ned hospital farm is from this place. 

To aid in getting more rapid prog- 
ress in building up the herds a carload 
of purebred Holsteins was purchased 
in Wisconsin ‘by Professor Reed. 
There were 26 animals in this herd, 
and they were divided among the insti- 
tutions. That this is paying is well 
shown by the results recently in the 
sale of some of the purebred calves at 
the institutions where they have been 
available. Calves six weeks old were 
sold for $100 a head from the herd of 
the hospital at Larned. These were 
purebred animals. There is an excel- 
lent demand for good Holsteins in 
Kansas, and it seems probable that this 
will continue. The herds at the insti- 
tutions will help in raising the stand- 
ard of the dairy animals of the state. 

In addition to the attention to the 
breeding, much care also has been 
given to the feeding of the animals. 
This has increased the production. The 
rations have been planned by Profes- 
sor Reed with the idea of making the 
most economical use of the feeds at 
hand on the different farms. They are 
making maximum production with the 
minimum expense possible. 

The idea has worked out so success- 
fully that it has been suggested that it 
be carried on in a larger way. A bill 
has been introduced into the legisla- 
ture placing the cows in all institutions 
under the control of the dairy depart- 
ment of the agricultural college. There 
are about 1,200 animals in the institu- 
tions. A representative of the depart- 
ment will be required to visit the in- 
stitutions at least once every three 
months, to direct the work. A system 
of this kind will get a great deal more 
efficiency into the way the herds are 
run. At least that has been the result 
with the progress made by the herds 
managed by the board of control.— 
F. B. Nichols, in Farmers’ Mail & 
Breeze.

These 
cattle were purchased by the leaders 
in their various communities where 
the breed was not very thoroughly 
established and the men really thought 
they were purchasing something ex- 
ceptionally good. The cattle have be- 
gun to freshen and some of them are 
not living up to the standards that 
were set for them, consequently the 
entire breed is receiving a black eye 
in these various communities, ; 
This is a most unfortunate circum- 
stance and one that should be avoided 
in every possible manner. The safest 
process is to refuse to sell cattle that 
will not prove a credit to the breed. 
Without doubt the conditions will be 
changed and other cows will correct 
the wrong impression that is given 
by these, but the fact remains that the 
unprofitable cow should never be sold 
as foundation stock to young breeders.

Woll has also shown that the highest 
production is found with cows that are 
large for the breed to which they 
belong.
